\Yx£lTH  corresponding  pride  and  gratification  we  present  to  the  reader  this  illus- 
Aj^>  trated  list  of  the  various  instruments  produced  at  our  establishment,  and  by 
which  the  Schomacker  Manufacturing  Company  has  attained  well-earned 
celebrity  throughout  the  entire  musical  world. 

We  have  prepared  this  catalogue  with  exceeding  care.  Its  engravings  are  exe- 
cuted in  the  first  style  of  the  art,  and  each  one  is  a  perfect  view  in  miniature  of  the 
instrument  it  represents.  Its  design  is  for  the  advantage  of  distant  correspondents 
and  buyers,  of  whom  the  number  is  annually  very  largely  increasing.  To  the  many 
who  are  unable  to  make  personal  selection  of  their  Piano  this  catalogue  will  be  an 
all-sufficient  guide,  and  orders  from  individuals  or  the  trade,  as  based  upon  it,  may 
be  forwarded  in  implicit  confidence.  In  no  instance  have  we  yet  failed,  upon  receipt 
of  such  favors,  to  render  the  very  fullest  satisfaction. 

Our  instruments  have  made  their  mark  solely  upon  their  intrinsic  merit.  We 
have  at  no  stage  of  our  business  existence  found  it  necessary  to  resort  to  clap-trap 
or  trickery  of  any  kind.  Since  the  year  1838  we  have  been  sending  the  Schomacker 
Piano  to  every  section  of  the  civilized  world.  It  excels  in  several  respects.  For  the 
perfection  of  her  manufacturers  in  general,  and  for  the  skill  and  conscientiousness  of 
her  artizans,  Philadelphia  was  always  famed.  That  the  excellence  of  the  Schomacker 
Piano  has  in  this  respect  heightened  her  renown  is  a  statement  that  every  user  of  the 
Schomacker  Piano  will  admit. 

In  this  city  we  produce  a  greater  number  of  instruments  annually  than  all  other 
makers  combined.  Our  manufactory  is  admirably  adapted  to  the  business.  For 
skilled  labor  we  begrudge  no  compensation,  and  every  Schomacker  Piano  goes  from 
us  absolutely  perfect  in  every  part  and  in  each  adjustment. 

We  point  with  pride  to  the  many  recognitions  of  these  merits.  Our  Piano  is 
known  as  the  Gold  or  Crystal  Palace  Prize  Medal.  At  every  public  exhibition  where 
they  have  been  shown  all  competition  proved  unsuccessful.  At  the  International 
Exhibition,  at  the  Crystal  Palace,  New  York,  in  1853,  were  more  than  a  hundred 
instruments,  representing  makers  in  every  quarter  of  the  world.  To  the  Schomacker 
instrument,  nevertheless,  the  First  Prize  was  unhesitatingly  awarded. 

In  1845,  the  Franklin  Institute  of  Pennsylvania  accorded  to  us  their  Silver 
Medal  for  the  best  Square  Piano  shown.  Still  onward  spread  our  reputation.  In 
1848,  in  New  York,  from  all  the  best  makers  in  the  country,  the  First  Prize  of  the 
American  Institute  we  triumphantly  bore  away.  At  the  Maryland  Institute,  in 
Baltimore,  in  the  same  year,  for  the  corresponding  honor,  again  we  distanced  all 
competition.  This  exhibition  was  the  first  ever  held  in  Baltimore,  and  the  award  of 
its  prize  was  largely  sought  for. 


Our  Grand  Pianos  are  now  the  favorites  with  professional  performers  and 
vocalists  everywhere.  In  1858  the  emulation  among  many  makers  to  secure  the  first 
prize  of  the  Franklin  Institute  for  Grand  Pianos,  brought  a  large  number  of  instru- 
ments upon  the  spot.  That  Silver  Medal  our  Pianos  won.  Again,  at  the  Franklin 
Institute  Exhibition  held  at  Philadelphia  in  1874,  our  Pianos  were  awarded  the  First 
Prize  Medal,  over  all  makers.  We  have  been  frequently  honored  in  corresponding 
manner,  wherever  exhibited.  The  triumph  of  the  Schomacker  instruments  at  the 
International  World's  Fair,  in  New  York,  is,  however,  our  crowning  pride.  To  the 
mere  complimentary  award  of  a  foreign  exhibition  no  actual  value  can  be  attached. 
The  important  question  of  the  comparative  merits  of  the  respective  instruments,  they 
leave  open  and  undetermined. 

The  superiority  of  our  Pianos  is,  that  longer  than  those  of  other  makes  they 
remain  in  tune,  and  that  while  many  instruments  which  at  first  give  satisfaction, 
become  flat  and  wiry,  the  Schornacker  Piano  is  still  staunch  and  true.  While  capable 
of  producing  the  most  exquisite  effects,  the  Schomacker  endures  the  wear  and  tear  of 
the  severest  practice,  in  a  manner  that  no  instrument  having  new-fangled  "  attach- 
ments "  could  for  any  time  sustain. 

Unlike  our  friends,  the  New  York  and  Boston  manufacturers,  we  do  not  under- 
stand the  merit  of  makers  to  be  necessarily  in  ratio  to  the  number  of  Pianos  they 
turn  out.  In  that  argument  the  logic  is  hard  to  find.  Our  success  has  been  attained 
by  the  sterling  worth  of  our  manufacture.  Every  item  of  material  is  the  best  and 
choicest ;  our  woods  are  so  seasoned  as  to  be  imperishable.  Every  stage  toward  the 
construction  of  each  instrument  is  perfect  and  complete.  For  thirty-four  years  we 
have  devoted  ourselves  to  this  branch  of  mechanical  science,  and  have  showed  that 
against  competition  our  position  is  impregnable.  The  demand  for  the  Schomacker 
Piano  is  rapidly  increasing,  although  the  instrument  is  constructed  to  last  for  a 
lifetime. 

With  the  low-priced,  and  absurdly  misnamed  "cheap"  Piano,  we  do  not  present 
the  Schomacker  instrument  in  competition.  There  are  people  who  always  have 
bought  these  "  cheap  "  Pianos,  and  who  always  will  ;  but  to  those  who  appreciate  a 
Piano  insusceptible  of  further  improvement — an  instrument  to  do  credit  to  their 
taste  and  discernment — our  Pianos  we  confidently  offer  as  unexcelled  by  any  in  the 
world,  and  at  the  lowest  prices  which  will  yield  us  a  just  profit.

EXTRACT  FROM  FORNEY'S  "PRESS,"  Feb.  10th,  1870. 


The  Piano  is  the  prince  of  musical  instruments,  taking  rank  above  all  others 
both  in  parlor  and  concert  room,  and  only  yielding  a  precedence  to  the  organ  as 
grander,  graver,  and  more  appropriate  for  the  rendition  of  Sacred  melody.  It  has 
reached  this  distinction  after  passing  through  a  good  number  of  changes  and  improve- 
ments.

Its  origin  is  traced  back  to  the  ancient  lyre,  from  which,  by  successive  gradua- 
tions through  the  harp,  the  psaltery,  the  dulcimer,  the  clarichord,  and  the  harpsi- 
chord, it  has  arrived  at  its  present  perfection.  The  harpsichord  was  long  the  preva- 
lent form  of  the  instrument,  and  its  manufacture  was  extensively  carried  on  in  Italy 
Germany  and  England,  during  the  seventeenth  century  and  the  early  part  of  the 
eighteenth.  The  introduction  of  keys,  in  connection  with  a  complex  mechanism, 
consisting  of  levers  and  small  hammers  for  striking  the  strings,  constituted  essentially 
the  change  to  the  Piano-forte,  but  the  exact  date  of  the  latter  invention,  as  well  as 
the  name  and  city  of  the  inventor,  is  veiled  in  uncertainty.  There  are  many  claim- 
ants for  the  honor,  as  in  the  case  of  many  other  important  inventions;  but  an  Italian 
writer,  Maffei,  has  established  pretty  clearly  that  one  Chri&tofali,  a  harpsichord 
maker  of  Padua,  constructed  instruments  similar  in  general  principle  to  the  modern 
Piano,  previous  to  the  year  1711.

The  manufacture  of  Pianos  is  now  an  extensive  industry  in  the  leading  cities  of 
this  country  and  of  Europe.  Our  own  city,  in  this,  as  well  as  in  every  other  impor- 
tant branch  of  manufacture,  has  attained  to  a  nattering  eminence,  and  that,  too, 
largely  through  the  patient  industry,  carefulness  and  enterprise  of  the  gentlemen  who 
have  made  the  trade-mark  "Schomacker  &  Co."  celebrated  throughout  the  United 
States,  and  even  in  Europe.  There  are  numerous  Piano  factories  in  Philadelphia  ; 
but  in  describing  briefly  the  manufacture  as  conducted  at  the  works  of  this  company, 
our  readers  will  be  made  acquainted  with  an  establishment  which  ranks  confessedly 
at  the  very  head. 

The  Schomacker  Pianos  were  first  made  by  Mr.  Schomacker  in  the  year  1838. 
This  gentleman  commenced  with  small  means,  employing  but  few  workmen;   he 
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possessed  himself  of  a  thorough  practical  knowledge  of  the  business  in  all  its  details, 
having  acquired  it  in  Germany,  under  the  rigid  system  of  apprenticeship  enforced 
in  that  country.  His  instruments  became  noted  for  their  excellence,  and  the  enter- 
prise prospered  greatly,  as  evidenced  by  the  erection,  in  1855,  of  the  commodious 
buildings  comprising  the  present  factory  at  Eleventh  and  Catharine  Streets.  About 
fifteen  years  ago,  Mr.  H.  \V.  Gray  associated  himself  with  Mr.  Schomacker,  and  in- 
fused a  new  spirit  into  the  enterprise  by  his  energy  and  excellent  business  capacity. 
In  the  year  1864,  the  increasing  importance  of  the  establishment,  and  fame  of  its 
instruments,  led  to  the  organization  of  a  Stock  Company  under  the  title  of  the  Scho- 
macker Piano  Forte  Manufacturing  Company,  with  a  total  capital  of  $200,000.  Mr. 
Gray  is  the  President  and  Business  Manager  of  the  company  ;  Mr.  Schomacker,  the 
founder  of  the  enterprise,  is  the  mechanical  Superintendent  of  the  factory,  and  by 
means  of  his  great  experience,  practical  skill,  and  careful  supervision  of  the  work, 
insures  the  perfection  of  all  the  parts  of  the  instrument  produced.

We  shall  not  here  essay  a  full  treatise  upon  piano  manufacture,  but  a  short  des- 
ultory sketch  of  the  salient  points  is  practicable,  and  may  interest  "The  Peess" 
readers ;  this  shall  comprise  the  various  steps  of  the  work  as  done  at  the  factory  of 
the  Schomacker  Piano  Company. 

Adjoining  their  extensive  buildings  is  a  large  lumber  yard,  which  is  kept 
constantly  full  of  the  very  best  lumber,  comprising  rosewood,  maple,  ash,  walnut, 
pine  and  cherry.  All  the  lumber  used  is  allowed  to  season  in  the  yard  for  two  or 
three  years,  after  which  it  is  still  further  seasoned  in  capacious  drying  rooms,  which 
are  maintained  at  a  high  temperature  day  and  night.  The  most  obtrusive  part  of  a 
Piano,  aside  from  the  music,  is  the  case.  The  whole  of  the  fourth  story  of  this 
extensive  building  is  devoted  to  the  manufacture  of  Piano  cases,  upon  which  branch 
of  the  work  many  mechanics  are  now  employed.  These  are  all  the  very  best  work- 
men attainable — experienced  and  thoroughly  skilled  in  the  business.  Strength, 
durability  and  beauty  of  finish  are  all  necessary  to  the  perfect  case,  and  great  care  is 
required  in  making  them.  In  this  department,  the  cases  are  made  and  veneered  with 
rosewood.     The  finest  of  material  is  used. 

The  sounding-board  department  occupies  another  whole  floor  of  the  building ; 
here  are  carefully  manufactured  the  delicate  sounding-boards,  upon  which  very 
largely  depends  the  quality  of  tone  which  the  finished  instrument  possesses.  These 
boards  are  made  of  the  very  best  pieces  of  spruce  lumber,  selected  for  their  freedom 
from  knots  and  flaws  of  any  kind ;  most  of  the  hands  engaged  on  this  part  of  the 
work  have  been  in  the  establishment  from  twenty  to  twenty-five  years,  and  conse- 
quently are  perfectly  familiar  with  every  detail  of  their  craft.  The  multiplicity  of 
tools  of  all  forms  and  fashions  usually  found  in  the  wood-work  shops,  are  to  be  seen 
in  the  extensive  rooms  comprising  this  department. 

The  third  floor  is  occupied  with  the  making  of  keys,  and  a  number  of  men  are 
here  busily  engaged  in  fashioning  the  finest  of  ivory  into  the  elegant  little  strips, 
which,  when  arranged  upon  the  key-board,  are  destined  to  the  dalliance  of  fingers 
often  more  beautiful  than  themselves. 

In  the  finishing  department  the  various  completed  parts  are  fitted  together; 
the  strings  or  wires,  forming  by  their   terminations   the  well  known   harp  curve, 


and  the  action,  or  complex  mechanism,  by  which  the  strokes  upon  the  keys  are  made 
to  result  in  vibrations  of  the  strings. 

On  the  fifth  story  come  the  varnishing-rooms,  in  which  all  the  outside  wood- 
work of  the  completed  instrument  undergoes  a  beautifying  process,  which  effects  a 
wonderful  transformation  in  its  appearance.  Nine  or  ten  coats  of  varnish  are  often 
found  necessary  to  give  the  desired  lustre.  Each  coat  is  allowed  to  dry  before  the  next 
is  put  on.     To  finish,  the  whole  is  nicely  polished  with  rotten  and  pumice  stone. 

Last  of  all  comes  the  tone  regulating  room,  on  which  all  the  completed  instru- 
ments are  tuned  and  tested  by  careful  experts,  who  make  this  their  sole  business. 
Not  satisfied  with  even  this  thoroughness,  the  indefatigable  Superintendent  himself 
critically  examines  each  instrument,  to  see  that  it  is  perfect  in  every  particular.

One  pointed  evidence  of  the  superiority  of  the  Philadelphia  Pianos,  and  especi- 
ally of  those  made  by  the  Schomacker  Company,  is  the  fact,  that  the  latter  has  sup- 
plied the  White  House,  at  Washington,  with  its  instruments  during  the  last  three 
administrations.  At  the  beginning  of  Mr.  Lincoln's  term  a  Schomacker  Piano  was 
selected  for  the  Presidential  Mansion,  and  the  same  instrument  was  retained  until  the 
close  of  Mr.  Johnson's  term.  It  was  splendidly  finished,  of  remarkably  fine  tone, 
and  in  every  respect  an  honor  to  the  makers.  Since  being  taken  from  the  White 
House,  it  has  been  kept  for  some  time  on  exhibition  at  the  Warerooms  of  the  Scho- 
macker Company,  Eleventh  and  Chestnut  Streets,  and  is  now  an  object  of  curiosity 
and  interest  in  the  West.  On  the  incoming  of  President  Grant,  a  Schomacker  Piano 
was  again  given  the  preference  over  all  others,  notwithstanding  the  active  competition 
of  the  New  York  and  Boston  Piano  makers.  Philadelphia  may  well  be  proud  of 
such  repeated  triumphs.

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Your  instrument  having  reached  its  destination,  the  first  care  is  to  remove  it 
unblemished  from  its  packing  case  and  place  it  in  position.  You  have  selected  it 
from  one  of  the  engravings  in  this  catalogue,  and  you  will  find  it  precisely  what  you 
expect.  You  are  now  the  owner  of  a  Piano  that  has  no  superior  in  the  world,  and 
long  may  you  live  to  enjoy  it.  The  services  of  four  strong  persons  will  be  indispen- 
sable. First  remove  top  of  box ;  take  out  the  legs  and  lyre  ;  remove  the  partition  in 
the  box,  which  is  fastened  by  screws  to  the  sides  of  the  box  ;  slide  the  Piano  toward 
the  open  space  about  one  foot,  and  lift  it  out  of  the  box  by  placing  the  hands  under 
the  bottom  of  the  Piano ;  turn  the  Piano  on  its  back  on  a  pair  of  trussels  or  stout 
chairs  (covered  with  blankets  or  otherwise,  so  as  not  to  injure  the  varnish),  fasten 
under  the  legs  and  lyre  and  attach  the  pedal  rods  to  the  latter,  then  gently  turn  the 
same  on  its  feet.

The  enemies  to  your  Piano  are  three :  dust,  moth,  and  violent  changes  in  the 
temperature.  Aside  from  these  your  instrument  needs  only  the  care  bestowed  upon 
a  piece  of  highly  valuable  and  very  beautiful  furniture.  Dust  does  injury  by  settling 
upon  the  strings  and  hammers.  It  mars  the  tone  and  deadens  the  sound.  It  is  best 
removed  by  a  pair  of  bellows,  which  you  should  keep  only  for  this  purpose.  When 
not  in  use,  the  instrument  should  be  kept  closed  and  covered ;  but  at  the  same  time 
you  will  do  well  to  remember  that  the  ivory  of  the  keys  of  a  Piano,  for  too  long  a 
time  kept  closed,  will  become  yellow  from  the  exclusion  of  light. 

Dampness  corrodes  the  strings,  while  too  much  heat  relaxes  and  injures  them. 
For  these  reasons  keep  your  instrument  from  the  fireplace.  Inside  your  instrument 
always  keep  a  piece  of  camphor.  By  a  little  care  in  this  respect  the  "  tune  "  of  your 
noble  Schomacker  Piano,  after  the  first  year  of  use,  will  remain  unimpaired  for 
years  together.  Unlike  the  Boston  and  New  York  Pianos,  in  their  manufacture 
there  is  neither  defect  nor  neglect,  and  the  power  and  sweetness  of  their  tone  are 
subject  to  no  decline. 

Of  itinerant  tuners  we  advise  caution.  They  are  found  everywhere,  and  often 
do  to  an  instrument  nearly  irreparable  injury.  If  you  are  obliged  to  depend  on  one 
of  these  unaccredited  tuners,  observe  that  he  does  not  twist  the  pins  back  and  forth 
or  loosen  them  in  their  sockets.  From  our  own  establishment,  each  tuner  sent  to 
our  patrons  is  furnished  with  credentials  that  at  your  bidding  he  will  produce. 
Wherever  practicable,  therefore,  send  direct  to  us  or  to  the  agencies  by  which  we  are 
represented. 

Even  a  pin  dropped  upon  the  sounding  board  will  create  a  rattling,  and  perhaps 
cause  you  to  apprehend  a  defect  in  the  exquisite  mechanism  of  your  "  Schomacker." 
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It  is  not  without  a  smile  that,  from  our  well  fortified  position  as  manufacturers 
of  Pianos  whose  pellucid  sweetness  of  tone  is  equaled  by  their  endurance  and  power, 
we  look  upon  the  so  termed  ''improvements"  from  time  to  time  announced.  The 
"Vibrators,"  "Resonators,"  and  kindred  advantages  claimed  by  some  makers,  to  the 
full-volumed  tone  of  the  Schomacker  would  be  an  appendage  as  superfluous  and  as 
useless  as  a  fifth  wheel  to  a  coach.  Like  some  of  the  expensive  Swiss  watches,  at  the 
repairers  they  spend  half  their  time.  Like  the  high  grade  American  lever  or  the 
watches  of  Tobias  or  Cooper,  the  Schomacker  Piano  is  always  "  upon  time."  The 
mechanism  of  our  instruments  is  perfection  without  complication,  and  produces 
results  upon  the  ear  that  all  the  new  fangled  "Sustentors"  combined  have  failed 
to  match.
